HoHvla. the Standard Oil group recent­ 
ly obtained control of a huge amount 
of acreage held by the Braden inter- 
eats. 
Argentina’s oil future Is so bright 
that it is commonly believed among 
oil nu n that this country will prove to 
lie one of the world’s great producing 
(enters when it la adequately devel­ 
oped. 
Bolivia also is known to pos­ 
sess possibilities of very great pro 
duction. 
The Bolivian territory, how­ 
ever, because of Hie distance from 
market and the difficulties in the way 
of development, generally has been 
considered by experts aa a reserve for 
the future.
